Shortage expected in 
tax revenue

A mix up in assessment of taxes may leave the county $100,000 
short in expected tax revenue 

County Comptroller/Trcasurcr Harold Johnsrudc told county 
council the tax revenue line may be $100,000 under budget thisycar 
because of a $5 million mistake in assessment of a county business 

“Wc arc aware of it and we made sure the assessment of the 
property was made according to the act.” Johnsrudc said “Wc will 
hav e to see what happens at the court of revision but wc may have 
a deficit at the end of the year.” 

The actual amount of the overasscssmcnt totalled $125,000 in 
taxes but Johnsrudc said an extra $50,000 had been built into the 
budget to cover changes in assessments resulting from the court of 
revision decisions 

The actual shortfall won't be finalized until the end of September 
when the court of rev ision is completed

The recent decision by the County Council to consider 
information on sub-division applications before passing first 
reading is short-sighted 

Council, which used to wait until the public hearing on any 
application, basically rubber stamped first reading for every 
application But now they are likely to fall into the trap of 
unfairly treating some applications because of a lack of infor¬ 
mation 

Council will now make the decision whether or not to allow 
first reading of a by-law for sub-division before it has gathered 
all the information they normally acquire to make that deci¬ 
sion One application was allowed to fall at the council’s last 
meeting under this new procedure despite the lack of input 
from Alberta Agriculture and Health, two reports normally 
considered before the fate of the application is decided 

Council argues that the new procedure will save time and 
money on advertising, applications for sub-divisions that 
council feel they would never allow wouldn’t go beyond the 
vote for first reading on the by-law Saving money is a welcome 
trait in government, but in this case it leaves too much room for 
unfairness Council does not hear reasons why the land owner 
wants to sub-divide They do not hear whether or not govern¬ 
ment agencies consider the sub-division to be appropriate 
They do not hear how neighboring land owners feel about the 
proposal No where near the necessary information for council 
to make an informed decision is at hand when the by-law is 
voted on That makes council’s actions, at best, knee-jerk 
reactions 

The idea to give council members more time to digest sub¬ 
division application information is a good one Quick decisions 
can be as bad as under-informed ones But along with the new 
procedural changes, council needs to change their time guide 
lines Applications must be given the time they need to allow 
all the information to be gathered before they vote for or against 
it Not only will this protect the applicant, but it will also protect 
council from charges of favoritism

Agriculture plus 


Dear Editor: 

Your August 4 editorial on sub¬ 
division within the county con¬ 
tained many positive contributions 
to the discussion on this important 
subject. I would like to add several 
thoughts in support of County 
Council's decision on July 28 

After lengthy public notice and 
much thought, deliberation and 
recommendations from planners. 
County Council has correctly de¬ 
cided to rc/onc a proposed 23 acres 
for count ry residential development 
- a rural project which has the 
potential to become a very positive 
addition to a fine agricultural com¬ 
munity The issues which this deci¬ 
sion dealt with arc important: 

1 A more planned approach to 
subdivision: Many productive quar¬ 
ter sections arc being cut up by 
farmers and others who remove 
from titles large (5 to 10 acre) 
home sites for residential use. If 
this is the only way to accommo¬ 
date demand for rural living, it 
results in widespread intrusion of 
residential development into agri¬ 
cultural lands These developments 
need not have any restrictions on 
type, number of buildings or other 
characteristics Many now have 
beautiful homes on them, how¬ 
ever. others arc very temporary 


easier for farmers to compete for 
land We have enjoyed our good 
relationships between neighbors 
even though the area has a mixture 
of acreages, cattle grazing, w inter 
feeding.dairy. rural industry , farm¬ 
ing and even a meat processor 
nearby . In addition, our remaining 
rangeland, due tocarcfully planned 
"cell" grazing, fencing and proper 
drainage has been able to increase 
its carry ing capacity by nearly 100 
percent without the aid of fertiliz¬ 
ers or heavy capital expense This 
has been done w hile still providing 
for a natural habitat for abundant 
wildlife such as deer, ducks, owls, 
hawks and other species 

3. Effects on county taxpayers 
After well publicized notices seek¬ 
ing public input, council has acted 
properly on behalf of all involved 
Only one neighbor, an acreage resi¬ 
dent. expressed a desire for proper 
planning for noise abatement and 
this was constructive 

One of the main reasons for 
advanced public notice in land 
rcdcsignations by council is to en¬ 
sure that all affected residents and 
taxpayers have opportunity to w rite 
or voice their concerns For this 
democratically based system to

looking Unfortunately. County 
Council can do little to stem the 
tide of almost 200 "first-pa reel s- 
out" per year due to provincial 
government regulations and proc¬ 
esses This directly affects a dra¬ 
matic amount of farmland (an esti¬ 
mated 1.000 acres per year) in this 
county alone Also the effects of a 
new residence located within close 
proximity to intensive agriculture 
can restrict future development 
Our proposed new subdivision, 
containing two acre parcels, will 
be regulated carefully from the 
outset to fit into the natural and 
agricultural environment and 
present a quality standard for 
homes, fences and any other struc¬ 
tures This is for the protection of 
value for all homes in the subdivi¬ 
sion as well as for the surrounding 
residential properties 

2. Minimal impact on farmland: 
At the public hearings, none of the 
surrounding farm neighbors pre¬ 
sented information or concerns to 
council in the public hearings to 
indicate that their farming opera¬ 
tions would be affected Moreover, 
this planned subdivision is more 
likely to reduce the demand for 
more "first parcels" to be taken out 
of farming quarters and make it

Extradition concerns 


Dear Editor: 

There is something fundamen¬ 
tally wrong with the treatment John 
Dcmjanjuk has received for the 
past number ofvears There doesn't 
seem to be a media discussion of 
this aspect of his ease A person 
may be extradited (from Canada, 
the U S or Britain, at least) for a 
specific crime A person may not 
be extradited to another country so 
the authorities can hold him in 
investigative custody indefinitely 
until they can find a ease against 
him But that is precisely what is 
being done now to this man in 
Israel He was extradited because a 
prima facie ease against him was 
presented that he was "Ivan the 
Terrible". Subsequent investiga¬ 
tions have established that was not 
true A person being acquitted of a 
charge must be released, not held 
to see if the authorities can come up 
with another one 

The prosecution of John 
Dcmjanjuk has raised legitimate 
questions about all prosecutions of 
"war crimes" in Israel or where 
Zionist interests arc the motivating 
factor There appears to be less 
concern with justice than w ith poli¬ 
tics in such eases The Imre Finta 
ease in Canada cost the taxpayers 
millions but afier the jury acquittal 
the Crown simply appealed all the 
way to the Supreme Court of 
Canada where it now sits It is more 
politics than justice which prevents 
the Israelis from letting Dcm janjuk 
go and keeps the money flowing 
for such prosecutions in Canada In 
JohnDcmjanjuk'scase. hchasbecn 


and is being held without any just 
cause He is innocent until proven 
guilty and he has ncvcrbccn proven 
guilty of anything so far Why then 
have 14 years of his life been spent 
behind bars' 7 Maybe it is too em¬ 
barrassing both to the Americans 
and the Israelis to let him go. 

Those who withheld evidence 
from his defence counsel in the 
U S. and those who pursued this 
ease like the late Armand Hammer 
have a lot to answer for The U S. 
should maintain a simple princi¬ 
ple if the crime for which a person 
isextradited fromtheUnited States 
is not proven, then the person should 
be returned immediately to the 
country from which they were ex¬ 
tradited Only if a country seeking 
extradition presents a specific case 
for which evidence is proven in 
court, only then should a person be 
taken against their will from their 
home, family and country. 

The same rules of fundamental 
justice should apply to all people 
impartially Polyhukovich in Aus¬ 
tralia (recently acquitted by a jury 
of war crimes). Finta in Canada 
and Dcmjanjuk in Israel have 
proved that war crimes trialsarc an 
expensive farce. Some judges and 
all jurors have rejected these 
charges as unjust. Sir Hartley 
Shaweross. one of the original 
Nuremburg prosecutors, spoke 
against this process in the House of 
Lords when it was proposed in 
Britain

ticipatc in the process and express 
their views on matters that deeply 
concern them Innuendo and let- 
tcrs-to-thc-cditor. although inter¬ 
esting. arc not the vehicles which 
enable elected officials and their 
administrators to properly execute 
our Acts and By-laws and their 
related responsibilities 

The new subdivision will be 
accessed in such a way that the 
county w ill not rcquircany changes 
or upgrades to the roads in the area. 
Thisisfiscally rcsponsiblcon coun¬ 
cil's part Many times the sale of an 
acreage out of a quarter section 
creates a cost of upgrading or even 
building a road to accommodate

Once again the prov incial gov¬ 
ernment has ordered a review of 
the child welfare act. and once 
more there were recommenda¬ 
tions for drastic changes 

Some recommendations were 
to put child welfare under edu¬ 
cation or to split the governance 
of child welfare between social 
services, education and health 
I believe these recommenda¬ 
tions only conceal or distract the 
public's attention from the real 
issue. 

Child welfare only needs 
sound policy development by 
knowlcdgable people who have 
experienced in policy develop¬ 


ment I believe these develop¬ 
ing policy should be people who 
have had experience in the 
trenches of the client and the 
care given 

Too often the care giver is not 
consulted by policy makers or 
those doing the review. 

The care giver is in the trench 
doing the work, experiencing 
the successes and failures and is 
never consulted about the need 
for improvement 

No matter how many changes 
arc recommended or which de¬ 
partment is to administer child 
welfare, the fact remains that the 
people, such as the civil serv¬ 
ants who arc hired by the gov¬ 
ernment. will be the ones who 
will interpret and implement the 
changes 


The civil servants have had 
their way for so many years that 
unless Mr. Cardinal (Minister 
of Social Services) removed the 
majority of civil servants from 
these positions, recommenda¬ 
tions will remain just recom¬ 
mendation If new' personal is 
not given a chance to interpret 
and implement the changes then 
the public will once again have 
had the opportunity to contrib¬ 
ute to the salary of just one per¬ 
son. the reviewer, rather than 
helping the children which was 
supposed to be the whole point.

lieving that prohibition failed. The 
truth isthat duringprohibition there 
was less brutality to and less ne¬ 
glect of children, deaths from cir¬ 
rhosis of the liver fell by 54.J per¬ 
cent. the crime rate decreased dra¬ 
matically enabling closure of many 
prison and jail cells, industrial 
worker lateness, absences, acci¬ 
dents. deaths were all greatly re¬ 
duced. deaths by car crashes, falls, 
drownings. fires were all greatly 
reduced, and there was a signifi¬ 
cant improvcriicnt in the national 


economy 

Prohibition is the answer also to 
the pornography problem Produc¬ 
ers and sellers of pornographic 
materials must be recognized as 
the criminals they arc and dealt 
with in the same way that other 
dangcrouscriminalsarcdealt with 
All pornographic material must be 
confiscated and destroyed This is 
just common sense, not great wis¬ 
dom.

The sustainable future for this 
area is a diversified, value-added 
economy and a growing popula¬ 
tion based on our renewable re¬ 
sources including forestry, agri¬ 
culture. recreation and people 
Agricultural production on its ow n. 
in places where farms have grow n 
larger each generation, has killed 
off small communities and eroded 
the "people" and community serv¬ 
ices which we all need and enjoy. 
This need not be the ease in a 
community so beautiful, produc¬ 
tive and diverse as this county Our 
combined efforts to improve agri¬ 
culture and rural communities must 
not cease The wrong fix for agri¬ 
culture is to continue with govern¬ 
ment support based on interest sub¬ 
sidies. acreage payments or vol- 
umc-of-production payments 
w here the largest producers receive 
the largest subsidies This has cre¬ 
ated extra demand and higher prices 
for land by farmers to expand and 
to benefit by even greater volumes 
of production And this subsidy 
induced expansion often results in 
a net lower employment, fewer 
farms and weaker communities. 
Many other communities across 


the prairies arc examples of this 
unfortunate consequence. 

However, the marketplace can 
and will correct the problem if 
given the chance Too often gov¬ 
ernments. lobbied by industry and 
association leaders, think they have 
a better idea by creating inflated 
expectations, unrealistic restric¬ 
tions or shameful subsidies using 
deficit financing It is my hope, 
along with all thoughtful produc¬ 
ers. that this cycle will end I be¬ 
lieve we can all work together in a 
renewed spirit of pioneering and 
cooperation to accommodate and 
enhance all of the things which we 
have been blessed w ith in this area, 
including those people who chose 
to make this county their home and 
their future But we must show 
leadership and courage I believe 
council has done just that 

One county resident has widely 
circulated a letter imply ing that my 
affiliation with Olds College and 
many previous rural and agricul¬ 
tural initiativ es is inconsistent with 
development of this country resi¬ 
dential project Another has im¬ 
plied that those who subdivide arc 
enemies of agriculture While I 
respect their rights to state their 
opinions, regrettably there arc few 


solutions offered 

First, those who have worked 
with me over the past 25 years arc 
the best ones to judge my commit¬ 
ment to a progressive agriculture 
within a sustainable community. 
Second, my commitment to educa¬ 
tion in agriculture includes the de¬ 
velopment of a better understand¬ 
ing of the benefits of putting all of 
our resources to work to add value, 
avoid waste, increase productiv ity , 
and to become full partners in 
"country building" with our cus¬ 
tomers. the 97 percent of Canadi¬ 
ans w ho arc not farmers 

Finally, my hope for the future 
is that tomorrow's farmers will be 
those who possess the skills, the 
training, the attitudes, the desire 
and the necessary thrift to make 
farminga good busincssanda good 
life If they happen to inherit the 
privilege of farming as well it may 
be easier, but this should not be a 
basic requirement to live in and 
enjoy this county. Thank you for 
allowing me the space to respond 
to these important issues

Though only an amateur theatre 
group. Peak Theatre Players of 
Sundre is proving just how good 
amateur can be. 

Back from a week long stint at 
the prestigious Fringe Festival in 
Edmonton. Peak actors arc just 
coming down from a performance 
high which saw them sell out tick¬ 
ets to all five performances 
Didsburv's Ed Longwill. who 
played the lead role in Peak's entry 
to the Fringe, said he and the other 
mcmbcrsofthecastarc still ama/cd 
by their experience there 

“It wassuchancxpcricncc.” he 
said “We were only there for a 
week but it felt like a month There 
were so many things and events to 
sec It was really intense.” 

Peak garnered a spot in the 
Fringe after winning the 1993 Al¬ 
berta One Act Play Festival with 
their version of Pinters “A Slight 
Ache". As a result of that win. 
Theatre Alberta sponsored the play 
for the Fringe, paying the entry fee 
and. Longwill said, promoting the 
heck out of the play. 

“They really did a lot of work 
promoting, standing out on the 
street corner and selling tickets 
along with (Peak Theatre Presi¬ 
dent) Brian Bailey and (performer) 
Paul Pantalco.” 

Longwill said their efforts were 
a large part of the reason why the 
shows were so successful, but he 
also added that a review of the play 
in the Edmonton Journal, touting it 
as one of the best in the festival, did 
much to help as well 

“I think most of the folks there 
must have been somewhat sur¬ 
prised. "Longwill said “Here’s this 
little group from Sundre. all ama- 
tcuractors. and we really did well . ’ ’ 
So well in fact, ticket sales cov¬ 
ered expenses for the group includ¬ 
ing actors Longwill, Cheryl Good¬ 
win and Paul Pantalco. director 
Sandy Watt and technician Brian 
Bailey to travel to and stay in Ed¬ 
monton and left a little over to 
contribute towards the arts centre 
the group is attempting to build in 
Sundre 

Longwill credits their success at 
the festival and in other perform¬ 
ance ventures partially to chance 
and partially to personalities. 

“I think there is a lot of seren¬ 
dipity i nvolved i n terms of t he group 
of people who got together origi¬ 
nally.” he said “And the people 


who have gotten involved over the 
years have always shown interest 
and enthusiasm, they arc always 
willing to learn and they arc driven 
to be creative. ” 

Longwill, who had done stage 
acting while living in the U S. said 
it was this dy namic that drove him 
to return to the stage when he moved 


Abundant moisture in most of

Pre-harvest applications of 
glvphosatc should be when the per¬ 
centage of seed moisture is less 
than 30 percent. Olson adds it should 
be applied seven to 13 days before 
harvest to ensure the best week 
controland maximize harv cst man¬ 
agement benefits. "Earlier appli¬ 
cation may reduce crop yield and 
or quality, and may lead to an 


year's unseasonable weather, our 
efforts to diversify Alberta's agri¬

College to open U-Fish operation 


A unique method of generating 
revenue has just been hatched at 
Olds College Beginning Septem¬ 
ber 4. a U-Fish pond will be opera¬ 
tion at the dug-out on the College 
Farm. 

Trout fishing enthusiasts arc 
invited to attend the site's Grand 
Opening this Labour Day Week¬ 
end. September 4th-6th. starting at 
8am "Admission is only one dol¬ 
lar and the largest fish of the day 
receives that fish and all fish caught 
for free No fishing license is re¬ 
quired and there are no catch 
limits just come out and have a 
good time.' says Aquaculture 
Project Coordinator Barry Wright 

Wright explains that the dug- 
out-used by the College Farm for 


irrigation purposcs-has been 
stocked with rainbow trout since 
1988 to keep the insect population 
down The incentive for a U-Fish 
operation to be housed on campus 
came about as part of an 
Aquaculture Project Proposal sub¬ 
mitted by Wright this spring 
Wright, who also works as an 
instructor with the Academic Up¬ 
grading Program at the College, 
developed the U-Fish project as a 
means of cushioning the effects 
his. and other academic areas, arc 
experiencing with on-going gov¬ 
ernment funding cut-backs "What 
we have been experiencing in the 
upgrading areas alone is a steady 
decline in the kind and amount of 
assistance we arc able to secure 


through traditional government 
grants Opcningupa U-Fish opera¬ 
tion creates the potential for added 
revenue w e otherw ise w ouldn't have 
access to in the current economic 
climate We have a mandate to 
exploit these new areas of revenue 
generation " 

Farm Manager Barry Schmitt 
believes the U-Fish will be suitable 
and innovative complement to the 
farm. 

"Besides." says Schmitt", all 
the major capital items we needed 
to make this project work were 
already in existence All we had to 
do was come up with some operat¬ 
ing money to help buy additional 
stock, and that money will be re¬ 
covered once the pond has been 


operating for awhile." 

But Acting Vice President. 
Denis Kennedy says the U-Fish 
pond really only depicts the poten¬ 
tial for one benefit from the pro¬ 
posed Aquaculture Project "Look¬ 
ing down the road, there may be 
longer-term feasibility of develop¬ 
ing some extensive programming 
on this initiative dealing with rev¬ 
enue to help absorb some of the 
program expenditures that other¬ 
wise we would have to do without." 

Above all. Kennedy secs the U- 
Fish pond as not only an original 
meansofcxpandingcntrcprcncurial 
activity on the Farm, but also an 
inventive means of attracting visi¬ 
tors to the college campus The 
interpretive tourism concept re¬ 


cently proposed as "EduFarm". for 
example, could potentially include 
such an attraction Additional pre¬ 
liminary ideas for attractions and 
highlights envisioned with the 
jointly envisioned town/college 
promotion might include an inter¬ 
pretive farm demonstration area, 
greenhouses, riding stables, 
atriums, and a wetlands area.

Housing starts jump in July 


National housing starts jumped 
11.4 percent in July to 162.300 
units at a seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate (SAAR) up from a level 
of 145.700 units in June, reported 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. 

In urban centres, starts of sin¬ 
gle-detached dwellings reached 
63.700 units SAAR, up 4.3 percent 
from a level of 61.100 in June. 
Multiple unit construction ex¬ 
panded by 25.2 percent to 73.600 
units, from a level of 58.800 units 
in June 

"TV July performance is the 
best since April The strength comes 
mainly from British Columbia and 
Ontario In B C . the higher level is 
more in line with the strong under¬ 
lying market conditions In On¬ 
tario. the advance came from the 
multiple rental sector, both private 
and public." said Gillcs Proulx. 
Chief Economist at CMHC's Mar¬ 
ket Analysis Centre 

"Nationally, much of the ad¬ 
vance in July was due to multiple 
units, where starts activity tends to 
be volatile Starts of single-de¬ 
tached dwellings arc increasing 
gradually but they will not offset 
expected swings in multiple starts 
during the next few months " 

Urban starts in British Colum¬ 
bia increased to their highest level 
in almost three and a half years to 
43.400 units SAAR in July, from 


30.500 units in June All types of 
units shared in the recovery al¬ 
though multiple condominium 
starts made the largest contribu¬ 
tion 

Starts activity in urban centres 
of Ontario rose to 35.100 units 
SAAR from 28.800 units in June. 
The improvement reflects higher 


activity in rental units both private 
and public. Starts of singlc-dc- 
taclicd dwellings fell slightly 
Urban starts in Quebec cased to 
32.900 units SAAR from 33.600 
units in June A slight increase in 
multiple unit const ruction was off¬ 
set by lower construction of single- 
detached dwellings.

Highway Traffic Act 

105 (1) If a vehicle bearing the sign “school bus” and displaying alternately flashing red lights is stopped on 
a highway, the operator of a vehicle approaching the school bus. 

(a) from the rear, if the highway is physically divided by a median into 2 separate roadways, or 

(b) from the front or the rear, if the highway is not divided as described in clause (a), 
shall stop before he reaches the school bus. 

(2) An operator who is required by subsection (1) to stop shall not pass the school bus until the driver of the 
school bus indicates by signal that he may proceed or the alternately flashing red lights stop flashing. 

(3) The operator of a vehicle bearing the sign "school bus” shall not activate the alternately flashing red 
lights on the vehicle unless he is loading or unloading passengers. 

(Applies lo all rural areas and towns with the exception of Olds which has Us own bylaw).

The Canadian Pro Rodeo sched¬ 
ule during the month of August has 
expanded oxer the past two years 
with the addition of several new 
Rodeos The Jasper Indoor Rodeo 
and Fort Nelson.

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The attempt to rid the 
ethnics of their 
ethnicity 


The chief responsibility of early 
public schools in Alberta was to 
fuse the new province's wildly as¬ 
sorted ethnic groups into a coher¬ 
ent and workable society It was 
not easy On the plus side was the 
fact that most immigrant parents 
wanted their children to learn Eng¬ 
lish On the minus side were the 
hardships, suspicions and anxie¬ 
ties of these communities and. 
among the Ukrainians, a move¬ 
ment that set itself up in active 
opposition, not because of ethnic¬ 
ity but because of taxes. 

When Nikon Shandro and his 
brothers called a ratepayers' meet¬ 
ing to organize a school near 
Vcgrcville. fellow homesteaders 
immediately protested Taxation, 
they argued, was one of the reasons 
they had left Ukraine Ah yes. re¬ 
plied the Education Department 
representative, but if children be¬ 
tween seven and 14 did not attend 
school, their parents could be pun¬ 
ished Despite the resistance, the 
motion to form the school passed, 
taxes were set at $6 a quarter- 
section. and the settlers built a log 
school and hired a teacher for four 
months at $60 a month Thence¬ 
forth. things went smoothly at 
Shandro School 

It was lonely for teachers in the 
"ethnic" districts Unsuspecting 
educators could find themselves at 
war with ratepayers In 1913. for 
example, the Department of Edu¬ 
cation received word that "nation¬ 
alistic agitators" w ere try ing to take 
over various Ruthcnian (or what 
we would now call Ukrainian) 
schools Superv isor Robert Fletcher 
immediately visited the trustees at 
Olcskow'. Podola. Molodia. 
Zawale. Spring Creek and 
Stanislawow schools and "per¬ 
suaded them to dismiss the un¬ 
qualified Ruthcnian in each case 
and engage a qualified teacher." 
although some of them were pretty 
reluctant 

The majority of these outlaw 
instructors had a "very indifferent 
education." wrote Fletcher. "Their 
written English was faulty in idi¬ 
omatic expression, while their 
speech was characterized by indis¬ 
tinct articulation Some of them 
could scarcely make themselves 
understood in cither written or spo¬ 
ken English." Therefore, they had 
to go 

At Vladvmir. Kolomca and 
Lwiw schools the trustees refused 
to obey Fletcher, so he promptly 
took over as "official trustee" and 
made thcchangcs himself Thctnis- 
tces’ complaint to the department 
got nowhere They caved in 
Bukovina School north of 
Vcgrcville was tougher; when 
Fletcher replaced their teacher 
"about twenty ratepayers assem¬ 


bled on the school grounds in no 
very pleasant mood They shook 
their fists at the teacher and myself 
and the language they used was 
unparliamentary to say the least" 
One ofthccx-trustccs w ent into the 
school and dismissed the children 
That man was summoned be¬ 
fore the Fort Saskatchewan police 
inspector and fined $5 and costs, 
but the rebellion continued. The 
dissidents set up a rival school 
nearby, all the pupils went there, 
and Fletcher discovered that the 
deposed board treasurer was col¬ 
lecting taxes to pay the Ruthcnian 
teacher. Fletcher gave the rebels 
ten days to pay their taxes to him. 
and when this period lapsed, he 
seized the ex-trustees’ horses. The 
following year, when the depart¬ 
ment-appointed teacher returned 
to Bukovina. "he was assaulted bv 
two men. two women, and two 
grown boys." The woman identi¬ 
fied as ringleader was sentenced to 
a $200 fine or a month in jail. 

Tough tactics, but the depart¬ 
ment’s determination paid off In 
1914 Fletcher was able to report 
that the elected Ruthcnian/Ukrain- 
ian tnistees were back in charge 
and performing their duties "quite 
smoothly " A few years lager the 
first Ukrainians qualified as teach¬ 
ers. When historian John W 
Chalmers, himself an educator, at¬ 
tended high school graduation, 
exercises in a Ukrainian commu¬ 
nity in 1960. he noted that "when 
the school staff marched into the 
hall, the entire audience rose in 
tribute By that year every teacher 
was Ukrainian in descent, and many 
were graduates of that same high 
school." In fact, the once- 
marginalized group was now rep¬ 
resented in every facet of Alberta 
life from business to politics 
(This story is one of hundreds 
appearing in "Alberta in the Twen¬ 
tieth Century." the magnificent 11 - 
volume history of our province 
being produced, one volume a year, 
throughout the 1990s You can sec 
and purchase your copy of Volume 
1. entitled "The Great West Before

"F" is for Fennel and for fish 

Fennel has a licorice taste to its 
leaves and stem that can be used in 
place of celery in bread stuffing or 
cooked as a vegetable. Raw. it also 
makes an excellent hors d'oeuvre 
according to "The Joy of Cook¬ 
ing." Jenny Reed shares her favot itc 
recipe so that we can get a good 
taste of this herb 

Fennel Stuffing for Salmon 
1 medium apple, peeled, cored 
and chopped 

1 small onion, chopped 

1 thick slice of fresh bread 

2 tablespoons fresh fennel leaf 
1 -2 tablespoons lemon juice 
salt and black pepper 

Tear the bread into small pieces 
and put intoa mixing bowl Addall 
the other ingredients and mix well. 
Sprinkle a little oil and add more 
lemon juice and/or fennel to suit 


taste and wrap in foil. Bake in the 
oven or over a barbecue 

Note: If you choose boned fish, 
roll small quantities of stuffing in¬ 
side the fillets. 

Fennel can be added to a white 
sauce to pour over the cooked fish. 
For a stronger flavor, fresh anise or 
chervil can be used. Dried herbs 
may also be used but since you may 
have difficulty findingdried fennel 
in the stores, why not dry your 
own? 

Fennels arc used with lentils, in 
rice and potatoes and even in apple 
pics As with dill, use both the fern 
or the seeds of fennel. Ask at the 
Rosebud Creek Herbs and Produce 
booth at the next farmer's market 
for fennel and give this recipe a 
whirl. 

Next week the subject is dill...the 
ferny type better known as Dwarf 
Ferulcaf
